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CIGAREITES UNDER BAN

The Supreme Court Sustains Ten.
nessee's Prohibitory Law.

ARE Or A NOXIOUS CHARACTER

According to the Declslon of the Federnl
Bupreme Court Any State Mnay Pro-
hibit the Sale of Clgarettes Within Lts
Own Confines—Not Logitimate Articles
of Commerce — Court Not Unanlimous.

Washington, D. €. (Special).—The
Supreme Court of the United States
has de:ided that a State Legislature
may prohibit the sale or ziving away
of elgareties, cigarette paper or sub-
stitute within the confines of Its own
State,

The case was that of William B.
Austin, an agent of the American To-
bacco Company, known a5 the Tobacco

Trust, ngnlnst the State of Tennessce,
The Legislature of Tennessee had
passed an act making it a misdemean-
or, punishable by a fine of not loss
than §50, “for any perzon, firm or cor-
poration to sell, offer to sell or to bring
in the State for the purpose of selling,
glving awny or otherwise disposing
of any clgarettes, clgarette paper or
substitute for the same."

To test this law the Trust under-
took to Import eclgarettes Into Terjies-
see from North Carolina. A quantity
of ordinary packages, about two by
four Inches each, holding ten or twen-
ty cigarettes, were thrown Into bask-
ets  whleh were not covered. The
State Supreme Court, In its declsion,
sald:

“Cigarettey not being, on account of
their noxicus and hurtful character,
per se, legitimate articles of comwmerce,
and not having been declared such and
commeree therein regulated by Con-
gress, it was the right and duty of the
State, under its reserved pollee powers,
to pass the statute in question for the
protestion of the lives and health of its
people until Congress shall take appro-
priante actlon in the matter. Also that
the sale of cigarettes involved in this
case was not of an original package
that had been broken by the lmporter,
and therefore not protected by the
commerceinl clause of the IFedera! Con-
stitution.”

The Federal Supreme Court, five Jus-
tices to four, sustalned the decision of
the Tennessee Court, though not with-
out disapproving some of the positions

taken by the lower tribunal.,  Assoel-
ate Justice Brown handed down the
deelslon,  Justice Shiras read the dis-

senting opinion, In which Chief Justice
Fuller and Justices Browoer and Peck-
ham joined, and Justlee White placed
his assent upon grounds different from
those anuounced Ly Justice Brown,

Alexander von  Humboldt showed
his little tame Orinoco monkey soime
colored pictures of wasps and Brass—~
hoppers,  The monkey made a grab
for the insects with both hands, with
the evident intention of catflitng ana
eating them.

Birds certainly recognize their re-
flections in mirrors. A tame starling
which was allowed to fly at will about
the house always perched on the ta-
ble of a pler glass and sang his song
to his counterfeit presentment,

Cats and  chamols  also
their reflected hmnges,

The behavior of dogs when brought
before o mirror varies greatly  with
the individual. Some dogs show vio-

lent antipathy for the image, while
others rub their noses against them.
The behavior of dogs  toward ple-

tures I8 sometimes amusing. A rat
terrier that found its way into an art
gallery in Schwerin was seared out of
its wits by a life-size painting of a
Inrge dog. The terrier howled with
fright, nod ran Incontinently out of
the room.
